of Paris, March 30, 1814, be restored 
to her, together with the Saar basin in 
the Rhine province. On the left bank of 
the Rhine it was stipulated the Ger- 
mans should not be permitted to es- 
tablish fortifications, occupy the ter- 
ritory with armed-forces nor control 
the riverways.
